Br E gouernment of the. 
Tongue 1s a vertue per- 
taining to the holy y= 
ſage ofthe Tongue according *' 
to Gods word, 
And for the well ordering. 
of it,twothings are requiſite: 
a pure heart, :and skill-in the 
language of Canaan.,, 
| A 3 The 


At-I $9, 
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The pure heart is moſt. ne- 
ceflary, becauſe it is the foun- 
taine of ſpeech, and if the 
fountaine bee defiled ,. the 
ſtreames that iſſue thence can 
not be cleane. 

And 1 becauſe the heart of 
man by nature is a bottom- 
lefle gulfe of iniquity , two 
things aretobe knowne firſt, 
how it muſt bee made pure; 
andthen how it is alwaics af- 
terward tobe kept pure. 

The way to get a pure 
heart's this : Firſt, thon muſt 
ſcrioufly examme thy life and 
thy conſcience , for all thy 
ſinnes paſt: then with a heany 
and beleeuing heart confeſſe 
them to God,vtterly condem. 
ning thy ſeffe. Thirdly, with 
deepe fighes and groanes of 
ſpirit cry vnto heauen to: 

| God | 
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God the Father, in the name 
of Chriſt for pardon,I ſay, for 
pardon of the ſame finnes as 
it were for life and death; and 
that day and night, till the 
Lord ſend downe from hea» 
ven a ſweete certificate into 
thy perplexed conſcience by 
his holy Spirit, that all thy 
ſinnesare done away. Now at 
the ſame inftant in which par. 
don ſhall bee granted , God 
likewiſe will once againe 
ſtrerch forth that mightic 
hand of his, whereby he made 
thee when thou waſt not, to 
make thee a new cteatute, to 
create anew heart in thee, to 
rexwe a right ſpirit in thee,and 
to ſtabliſh thee by his free 
fpirit, For whom hee ioftifi;

The matter is commonly 
one of theſe 3, eyther God, 
our neigabour, or our ſelues. 


AS 
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As concerning God, this 
caueat muſt bee remembred, 
that the honourable titles of 
his glorious Mateſtie bee ne- 
ver taken into our mouthes, 
vnlefle it bee vpon a waightic 
& uſt occaſion, ſo as wee may 
plainely fee that glory will re- 
doundto him thereby : and 
for this cauſe the third com- 
mandement was giuen, that 


men might not take vp the Exod.20,7, 


name of God in vaine, that is, 
raſhly and lightly. 

And therefore lamentable 
and fearefull is the praRile e- 
uery where, For it 15a com- 
mo thing with men to begin 
their ſpeech, and to place ti- 
tles of Gods moſt high Ma- 
ieſtie in the fore-front almoſt 
of enery ſentence, by ſaying, 
O Lord!O God!O good God!O 
mers 
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mercifull GodiO Ieſu,O (brift! 
&c. It a man bee tolay any 
thing, he will not ſay, Tee, or} *i* 
Nay;bur,O Lord yea: or, Of © 
Lord, nay. If a man bee to re- 
prooue his inferiour, hee will 
preſently ſay, O Lord hane 
mercy on vs,what 4 ſlowback art 
thou?what a lie is this, &c. An 
carthly Prince , if hee ſhonld 
haue his name fo toſſed in 
our mouthes at enery word, 
would never beare it; and 
how ſhall the everliving God 
ſuffer it?nay how can he ſuffer 
it ? Iſay no more, but thou 
with thy felfe thinke how- for 
in the third commaundement 
the puniſhment is ſet downe, 
T bat he will not hold him guilt- 
tes that taketh his name invaine.

The perſwaſion of Gods 
preſence is, whereby a monis 
continually reſulucd , that 
whereſoeuer hee is, hee ;tan- 
deth before God , who doth 
ſce euen 1n the ſecrets of his 
heart, This was in Cornelius: 
Now therefore ((aith hee) wee 
are in Gods preſrnce to heare all 
things that are commanded thee 
of God, 

Awe inregard of God, is 
that whereby a man behaueth 

himſelfc 
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hunſelfe reuerently , becauſe 
he is in Gods preſence. 

Awe is either in regard of 
ſinne,or of chaſtiſements, 
Awe in reſpe& of finne, 
1s when one is afraid to finne, 
fearing not ſo much the pu- 
| piſhment, as ſinne it ſelfe, 
becauſe it is ſinne. For he fea- 
reth God indeede which is 
of this minde, that if there 
were noIudge to condemne 
himzno hell ro torment him z 
no dinell nor conſcience to 
accuſe him ; yet hee would 
not finne : becauſe Gods 
| bleſſed Maicſtie is by it of- 
| fended and diſpleaſed : and 
if hee had it in his choice, 
whether he would ſinne 
or looſe - his life, hee 
had rather dye then wil- 
livgly and wittingly ' finne 
'B 2 againlt 
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292inſt God, This awe being 
in foſeph, was the cauſe that 
mooued him nor to commit 
160.39.9, folly with Puttpharswite.

Heere take heede of all 
manner of blaſpheming , 
which is, whenmen vſe ſuch 
ſpeeches of God, as doe ey- 
ther detra&t any thing from 
' his maieſty , or aſcribe any 
thing to him, not befeeming 
him : a finne of all cther to 
bee deteſted. Reaſons. I. A 
blaſphemer is viler then the 
reft of the creatures, for 
they praiſe God in their kind 
and ſhew foorth his power, 
goodnefſe , and wifedome : 
but hee diſhonourerGod in 
his wretched ſpeech. II, 
Hee isas a madde dogge that 
flycth in his maſters face, 
who keeperth him, and giucth 
him bread, ITT. Thirdly, 
Cuſtome in blaſphemies 
ſheweth a man to bee the 
childe of the dincl], and no 
|  childe 
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| childe of God as yet. A fathe! 


lying on his death bedde, cal- 
led the three children tohim 
which he kept, and told them 
that ene onely of them was 
his owne ſonne, and that the 
reſt were onely brought vp 
by him - therefore vnto him 
hee gaueall his goods : but 
which of theſe was his natu- 
rallſonne hee would not in a- 
ny wiſe declare. When hee 
was dead , cuery one of the 
three children pleaded that 
hee was the ſonne, and there- 
fore that the goods were hts. 
The matter becing brought 
before a Iudge he was coltrat- 
nedto take his courſe : hee 
cauſed the dead corps of the 
father to beſet vp againit a 
tree, and commaunded the 
taree ſonnes to take bowes 

and 
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and arrowes, and to ſhoote 
againſt their father and to ize 
who could come neareſt the 
heart. The firſt and fecond did 
ſhoote at their father and did 
hitte him, the third was an- 
gry with both the other 
through naturall afteRion of 
a childe toa father, and refu. 
ſed to ſhoote. This done, the 
Iudge gave ſentence that the 
two firlt were no ſonnes, bur 
the third onely, and that hee 
ſhould haue the goods. The 
like tryall may bee vſed to 
know who bee of Gods chil. 
dren. Such perſons with 
whome blaſpheming is rife, 
are very diuells incarnate, 
and the children of the diuel), 
whorend God in pieces, and 
ſhoote him through with 


their darts, as it 1s ſayde 
of 
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of the Egyptian when hee 
blaſphemed , that be /more or 
pierced through Gods Name. 

Maglitrates and rygers fe- | 
{ uerely puniſh ſuch as abuſe Le 256 
their names, andthey doe it '* ikkaoe, | 
iuſtly ; how much lefſe then | 
ſhould blaſphemers of Gods | 
name eſcape without great | 
puniſhment ? 

Againe, here wee muſt bee 
warned to take heede of that 
cultomable ſwearing , and 
allo of periury, It 1s a very 
ſtrange ſinne : for the per- 
tured perſon doth not onely 
ſinne himſclfe,but withall hee 
endeauoureth to intangle 
God in the ſame finne with 
himſelfe, 

Further , take heede 
leaſt thou doeſt either make 
or recite the teſts which are 

contriacd 
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contriued out of the phraſes 
of Scripture ; whichare very 
many, and very vſvally re- 
hearſed @ companie. The 
oyle wherewith the taber- 
£x0.30-31 nacle, and the Arke of the 
Teſtament , and the Prieſts 
were annointed, was holy : 
and therefore no man might 
put 1t to any other vie, asto 
annoint his owne fleſh there- 
with, oz to make the Jike 
sIoh.19.8 vnto ir. (a)P3latea poore Pat- 
nym when hee heard the 
name of the ſonne of God, 
rw afraid:andwe much more 
ought to tremble atthe word 
of God,not to make our clus 
merrie with it. And there- 
fore the ſcoffing of Inlzan the 
Apoſtara is very feareful,who 
was wont toreach Chriſtians 
boxes on the eare,and withal, 
bidde 
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biddethem turne the other ; 

and obey their maſters com- 
mauncement, #/hoſoeuer ſhall 

ſmite thee on the right cheeke, Math,g.; 
turne to bimthe other alſo. And 
hee denied pay and hke re- 
ward to his ſouldiers that 
were Chriſtians , becauſe hee 
{31d hee would make them fir 
for the kingdome of heauen, 
conſidering that Chriſt had 
ſaid, Bleſſed are the poore in ſþt- | 
rt : for theirs is the kingdome of 
heauen. 

Here alſo men muſt learne 
to take heede of all manner 
of charmes and Enchant- 
ments, which commonly are 
nothing elſe but words of 
Scripture , or ſuch like, vſed 
for the curing of paines and 
diſeaſes both in men and 
beaſts, As for example, the 


firſt 
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firſt wordes of Saint Jokns 
Goſpel , 7x che beginning was 
the Word , and the Word was 
with Ghd,&c. are vid to bee 
written in a paper , and hung 
abour mens neckes to cure 4- 
ues. Burt the truth is , ſuch 
Find of practiſes are diueliſh, 
Patronesof charmes hold that 
in ſuch words as are either 
divige or barbarous , 1s much 
efficacie. But whence 1s this 
efficacie ? from God ? from 
men? or from the diuell ? If it 
ſhall beſaid from God ; wee 
muſt know that the word y- 
ſed in holy manner, is the jn- 
ſtrument of God to conuey 
vnto vs ſpirituall bleſsings, as 
faith , regeneration , repen- 
tance : but it doth not ferue 
to bring ynto v$ corporall 
nealth. 
Well 
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Well then, belike words 
takevertue from the ſpeaker, 


 andare made powerful by the 
ſtrength of his imagination. Parac, ib; 
Indcede of this opinion are 4c Tartare 


ſome Phyſitians , as eAvi- 
cenna & Paracelſus, who think 
that Phantaſie 1s like to the 
Sunne , which worketh on all 
things to which his beames 
doe come, and the latter 
that by imagination mira- 
cles might bee wrought. But 
this opinion is fond, and the 
reaſons alleadged for it are 
without weight. For 1magt- 
nations are no things but 
ſhadowes of things. And as 
an image of a man in a 
glaſſe hath no power in 1t, 
but onely ſerues to reſemble 
and repreſent the bodie of 
a man ; ſoit is with the phan- 
talicand concelt of the _ 
al 
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and nootherwiſe, And if i- 
magination haue any force, it 
is onely within the ſpitits and 
humours of a mans owne 
bodie : bur to giue force to 
worke in the bodies of 0- 
thers it cannot; no more then 
the ſhadow of one body can 
ordinarily cure the body of 
an other on which it ligh- 
teth. Wherefore words v{cd 
in the way of bodily cure, bee 
they in themſelues neuer fo 
good, are no better then the 
diuels (acraments : and when 
they are vied to blinde peo- 
ple,he it 1s,that coming vnder 
hand,worketh the cure, & by 
turning himſelfe into an an- 
gel of light,deludesthe.But it 
were better for a man to die 4 
thouſz1 times the to vic ſuch 
remedies, which in curing the 
body
